In fact, the above describes the new work ing class woman, the 
woman least lik ely to be a vocal supporter of women’s lib and most 
lik ely to be affected by it. 
According to a report just issued by Social Research, Inc. 
based on interviews with blue collar wives in Atlanta, Boston, Chi­ 
cago, Dallas, Denver, Detroit, Philadelphia and San Francisco, the 
work ing class woman has changed more profoundly in the past sev­ 
en y ears than in the previous 30 y ears 
Project director Dr Burleigh Gardner refers to the work ing 
class woman- representing 40 million blue collar wives in the 
country or 60 per cent of the adult female population—as “the 
aw ak ened giantess " 
Certainly the blue collar wife of previous y ears, characterized 
as dependent and passive, suffering in silence and completely ab­ 
sorbed in her home and family , did not regard herself as a giantess. 
“ For y ears,” claims Dr Gardner, “ the work ing class woman was 
captive of the husband-children-home triangle . .. Today these 
women are rejecting such limitations. They feel women should 
have a choice of careers, hom em ak ingor both.” 
So the giantess is beginning to flex her muscles But militant 
feminists are more lik ely to feel the brunt of that new found force 
than the blue collar husband, 
A strange paradox exists in the attitudes of the work ing class 
woman. She concurs with women’s lib—on equality in pay , in 
choice of job, in opportunities Yet this study also reveals that she 
vociferously resents what she feels are efforts by women’s lib ad­ 
vocates to put down the role of wife, mother and homemak er. 
In our next column we will try to account for the anti-lib feel­ 
ings of many work ing class women.

Cleanup all the way

There is a ray of hope in the sad 
case of Spiro Agnew. 
Hav ing begun a cleanup, pray er­ 
fully we will not abandon it now. 
Federal, state and local gov ern­ 
ment attorney s must copy the inv es­ 
tigations conducted in Mary land of 
late. 
These inv estigations should cov ­ 
er the official spectrum from con­ 
gressmen. gov ernors and high fed­ 
eral officials to state legislatures, 
city and county ex ecutiv es, contrac­ 
tors, real estate operators, zoning 
lawy ers and the like who hav e ex ­ 
tensiv e dealings in areas of public 
interest. 
Any one who has serv ed in poli­ 
tics, as a professional or v olunteer, 
knows that in zoning, title work and 
other gov ernment construction, cor­ 
ruption runs rampant in many , if not 
most, localities It is at the bottom 
where the rot begins—when a man is 
a small office holder. He carries dis­ 
torted morality and ethics with him 
as he rises. 
A legisltor, at the instigation of 
an attorney for a builder or land 
speculator, v otes for a zoning 
change that triples or more the v al­ 
ue of a piece of property . The legis­ 
lator is usually not paid off in cash. 
Rather, his firm, if he's an attorney , 
get some lucrativ e title work from 
an interested builder or land dev el­ 
oper—usually not the men or firm 
whose land he obligingly rezoned 
The prov ing of graft is difficult in­ 
deed 
This reporter knew of a man 
once, a tie breaker on a county board 
of superv isors, who was called in to 
cast the deciding v ote on one such 
rezoning He fav ored the change and 
the property in question sky rocketed 
in v alue Postscript: the land being 
rezoned was owned by the man who 


cast the deciding v ote. 
A group of men may get one of 
their number elected to a local tax 
office or similar inside post. They 
are kept informed whenev er a piece 
of property is to be up for sale be­ 
cause its owner is delinquent in his 
tax es. They are thus in a position to 
buy it up at a cheap price at a little- 
adv ertised auction. 
An attorney is elected to the state 
legislature or to the U.S. Congress. 
He personally , or a firm with which 
he has close connections, continues 
to represent a number of clients. He 
consistently v otes for m easure 
which fav or these firms. 
Some congressmen are famous 
for their “ personal” bills, many of 
which go through v irtually uncon­ 
tested as a fav or to a colleague. In 
some cases these are legitimate bills, 
correcting inequities. In other cases 
they are boondoggles for fav ored 
constituents. 
In the Meiji Restoration in J apan, 
the men who planned the new gov ­ 
ernment faced the same ty pe of 
problem. Corruption was rampant. 
Bureaucrats and other gov ernment 
officials were paid salaries so low 
they had to take pay offs to ex ist. The 
Meiji planners made their first or­ 
der of business setting regulations 
that 
would make official wages 
large enough so that no man need to 
take graft to feed, clothe and house 
his family . This particular problem, 
widespread in many foreign lands, is 
n o t th e situ atio n 
in the United States. 
We ju st h av en ’t gotten around to 
clean in g h o u se. We 
say “ ev ery one 
d o es it ’ ‘ wh ich 
is no ex cuse at all.

When Richard Nix on addressed 
the nation last J anuary , on assum­ 
ing the presidency for the second 
time, he had good reason for lofty 
optimism. 
He had just been elected by ov er­ 
whelming majorities in 4 9 states, he 
had begun new bridges with the 
Communist world, he was ending a 
decade of U.S. inv olv ement in the 
Vietnam war. 
Let us resolv e, he said, that the 
new- era be one “ in which we can re­ 
new the spirit of America as we en­ 
ter our third century as a nation.” 
Now, barely 10 months later, the 
President’s v ision seems a my opic 
joke. The first y ear of his second ad­ 
ministration has been in the v iew of 
critics one of the most shattering in 
U.S. history . And there are still 
three more to go. “ Spirit? ” y awps 
an angry congressional aide. “ The 
American spirit is reeling. At this 
rate we may nev er make it into our 
third century .” 
Indeed, the American chin is 
drooping. It has fallen so many 
times in recent y ears, perhaps, it’s 
hard to tell if it’s any lower now than 
usual—but indications are it is. 
News of Watergate, inflation, the 
energy shortage and other difficul­ 
ties, which hav e been bombarding 
the public with almost weekly flak, 
has, in the words of an educator in 
W ashington, “ Depressed the na­ 
tion’s spirit so much that our mood 
itself may be an additional crisis.” 
And now another blow. The re­ 
cent firing of Watergate Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox , and the 
subsequent resignation and firing of 
the two top J ustice Department offi­ 
cials, hav e hit the nation at the 
knees. “ It’s almost the last straw,” 
say s Rep. B. F. Sisk (D-Calif.). “ I 
think the President has flipped his 
lid . . . the American people are just 
about ready to giv e up.” 
Doubtless, the mood is bleak. 
“ How much more of this can we 
take? ” rages a demonstrator out­ 
side the White House. Another pick- 
eter carries a sign: “ Bring Back Ag­ 
new—At Least We Knew His Price!” 
Dav id Brunell, administrativ e aide 
to Rep. Donald Riegle (D-Mich.) 
sums it up this way : “ My mother, 
who is a thinker and a doer and a 
wonderful optimist, is now at her 
all-time psy chological low. She say s 
if she could pray the country back 
into shape, she would. But she just 
doesn’t know’what to do.” 
(Xhers, not knowing what to do in 
such times, do nothing. Historian 
Henry Steele Commager say s that 
during difficult ies people tend to “ go 
back to watching football.” At one 
time they would write their con­ 
gressmen, Commager adds, but “ to­ 
day these write-ins are so highly 
organized—Nix on has conducted a 
few him self—that they are usually 
suspect and ineffectiv e.” So the pub­ 
lic turns apathetic, a tendency Com- 
mager terms “ a grav e danger.” 
Public av oidance, of course, is 
not an immediate American dev el­ 
opment. During the J ohnson Admin­ 
istration, Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, when asked about public re-

J ohn Moss 
(D-Calif.), who has had little help in 
six months of raising impeachment 
questions, say s he now is getting a 
heav y v olume of mail, “ all of it criti­ 
cal of the President.” And another 
congressional source say s he is as­ 
tonished at the number of letters his 
office receiv es “ asking about presi­ 
dential takeov ers and wondering 
what they can do as modern minute- 
m en.” 
The time may be ripe, say s au­ 
thor Fred J . Cook (“ What So Proud­ 
ly We Hailed” ) for an “ ultimate 
showdown.” The people, say s Cook, 
must now decide if they want de­ 
mocracy or dictatorship. 
Some in Washington hav e alrea­ 
dy publicly chosen the former. Dem­ 
onstrations in front of the White 
House hav e been orderly , but deter­ 
mined, and conducted by unusual 
numbers of establishment-ty pe citi­ 
zens. Leo Bailey , for instance, is a

Goodnow of Baltimore, has been 
mov ed to do more than simply pick­ 
et. “ I v oted for Mr. Nix on. Now I feel 
shamed and betray ed. So I’v e or­ 
ganized, entirely on my own, The 
Committee to Impeach the Presi­ 
dent.” Goodnow say s he’s gathered 
3,000 signatures in front of the White 
House alone. 


Actually , some observ ers here 
feel the opposition to the President’s 
latest 
controv ersial 
maneuv ering 
may be the building of something 
that goes far bey ond Mr. Nix on and 
his troubles. One local political acti­ 
v ist, Barbara Stephens, believ es the 
public mood may be disenchanted 
enough, finally , “ to help cleanse our 
sou ls.” Im peachm ent adv ocate 
Goodnow agrees, adding: 


“ You know, Nix on may y et suc­ 
ceed, negativ ely , in doing something 
good. I think people are unify ing 
against his actions. I think people 
are at last say ing: Oh no, no more.” 
Rebellion under stress? Possibly . 
A univ ersity professor here tells the 
story of the “ processionary caterpil­ 
lars,” creatures who’v e become so 
adapted to habit they follow their 
leader, one behind the other, wher­ 
ev er it goes. If the caterpillars are 
arranged in a circle around a pit, 
they will trod endlessly , getting no­ 
where, until they starv e. Say s the 
academic: “ Let’shope the American 
public sees the moral.”

C H A M PA IG N — it was dark and gloomy at Memorial Sta­ 
dium Saturday afternoon The inclement weather was in airect 
contrast to the bright spirits of the fans who were there to cele­ 
brate t he 63rd Illinois homecoming. 
The rain was falling and although the temperature was of­ 
ficially announced as 54 degrees as the game started, the cool 
wind seemed to make the playing field and the press box rem i­ 
niscent of the end of November rather than October 
The Illinois football team, 3-0 in Big Ten play and needing 
a victory over homecoming opponent Iowa to set the stage for 
a showdown with co-conference leader Ohio State next week, 
chose to receive the opening kickoff. The IJIlni took advantage 
of a 30-vard pass completion on the initial play from scrim ­ 
mage to move to the Iow a 36. 
Illinois fans were exuberant. They had come to the game 
to see exactly this—the Orange-and-Blue moving the footbhll 
and putting some points on the scoreboard However, the drive 
started to bog down as the Dlini edged towards the goal line 
It took seven plays to advance the ball to the Hawkeye 
four-yard line. Three consecutive rushes netted only one yard 
and the touchdown jinx (no six-pointers in the previous 15 
quarters) seemed to rise up once more. 
The Illinois players on the Held looked towards the bench. 
The signal was given to go for the touchdown rather than send­ 
ing in the Illin i record-setting field goal kicker Dan Beaver. 
The Illinois quarterback barked the cadence and handed off to 
the halfback with No. 22 emblazoned on his Jersey. 
The back slanted to the right as the Illin i front line wiped 
out the Iowa defenders. No. 22 crossed the goal line, flung his 
hands over his head and was quickly mobbed by his team ­ 
mates. Roger Coleman had the first touchdown of his varsity 
career and the Dlini were off to a 50-0 rout of the Hawkeyes. 
“ I knew 1 was going to score," Coleman stated after the 
game. “ The offensive line did some good blocking on the play 
and I knew we had six (points). It was just a matter of me get­ 
ting into the end zone.” 
The running was no small challenge. The rain had made 
the turf treacherous for the backs. Several times, a runner had 
gone to change direction or make a cut only to have his feet 
slide out from under him . 
“ You couldn’t keep your balance for nothing,” Roger con­ 
tinued, “ it was so slippery.” Coleman earlier in the touchdown 
drive had circled right end with no defender within 10 yards, 
only to lose his balance and fall for a three-yard gain. Roger 
started at halfback due to an ankle injury incurred by regular 
George Uremovich 
“ He’s looked good in practice all week,” Ulinois varsity 
head football coach Bob Blackm an stated, “ and even if U re­ 
movich was ready to go, we would have started Roger He 
works and hustles all the time and he did an outstanding job to­ 
day. 
“ Initially, we thought Roger would have a fine season but 
in the opening minutes of the first game (against Indiana), he 
hurt his shoulder real bad. It’s been really tender even though 
he's looked better the last week or two. But we have a lot of 
backs and Roger just hasn't gotten the playing time he’s need­ 
ed.” 
Coleman had carried the ball five times all season for a to­ 
tal of 14 yards and added a pass reception for 15 more before 
Saturday 's game Although he played only about half the time, 
Roger chalked up 88 yards rushing in only 13 carries 
The former Duke would certainly have gained more than 
100 yards rushing for the contest if Blackm an had not em ­ 
ployed two sets of running backs The Olrnois coach had one set 
of backs (including Coleman) play the first and third quarters 
and another trio of runners in for the remaining time. 
Coleman picked up 54 yards in six attempts in the opening 
15 minute« for a 6.0 average. Included in the total was a 29-yard 
burst around left end and two jaunts of seven and 10 yards up 
the middle. The Illin i outgained Iowa 257-23 In rushing yardage 
the first half and took a 19-0 lead into the locker room. 
A field goal (the first Ulinois points in the third quarter all 
season) upped the advantage to 22-0and four touchdowns with 
extra-point kicks in the final 15 minutes made the finale 5(H) 
Roge added 20 yards in five rushes in the third period and 
tacked on 14 in two carries in the opening seconds of a success 
ful scoring drive in the final fram e. Blackm an's opening state­ 
ment for his post-game interview was. “ It was a beautiful af­ 
ternoon 
“ Needless to say, this was a game we wanted badly. A 
coach feels bad when a game is so one-sided but I was so 
pleased that we could get so many guys in the contest.
